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Oliveira defeated Harrington 


for 7th Hampden seat

LUDLOW — Voters appear 
to have picked a successor to 
long-serving incumbent Mass 
Rep. Thomas Petrolati — but not 
without some controversy. 

After several dozen pa- 
per ballots were hand-counted 
in Belchertown Monday, the 
lead Democrat Jake Oliveira of 
Ludlow had on election night 
Tuesday grew by 29 votes for 
what seems a likely win over 
Republican James “Chip” Har- 
rington, also of Ludlow, for 
the 7th Hampden District seat. 
Harrington, who picked up sev- 
en new votes Monday, lost the 
Belchertown vote to Oliveira 
3,837 to 3,084 and the overall 
count 11,157 to 11,001, pending 
certification of unofficial results. 

Harrington, however, citing 
an election night glitch in which 
initial results from Belchertown 
showed him leading there that 
was later corrected, gathered 
signatures for a recount petition 
on Monday. Belchertown Town 
Clerk Colleen Toothill-Berte 
blamed fatigue for the error. 

Petrolati, who held the seat 
since 1987, did not seek re-elec- 
tion this year. 

In addition to the vote total 
error on election night, Har- 
rington said a similar error in 
another race and a typo on the

town’s website that misidenti- 
fied Oliveira casts enough doubt 
on the outcome that a recount is 
justified. 

“Elections and voting are the 
most important things we do in 
a democracy and we need peo- 
ple to do it the right way,” Har- 
rington said. 

“For those reasons, we de- 
cided to move forward for a re- 
count.” 

Toothill-Berte said on Mon- 
day she could not yet provide 
any specific information on how 
a recount would work, but con- 
firmed there are provisions for 
it. 

“T heard that is a real possi- 
bility,’ in this case, she said. 

To Oliveira, the close elec- 
tion is a bit of deja vu. 

“This was a very close elec-

Grants up to $10,000 available to 
Ludlow small businesses 


The Town of Palmer is leading a re- 
gional Microenterprise Assistance Grant 
Program, awarding up to $10,000 to eligi- 
ble area businesses, including in Ludlow, 
that have experienced financial loss due to 
Covid-19 and the associated shut downs.

a program manager for the Mass. Dept. 
of Corrections, was a former aide to 
Petrolati. Each one listed the Ludlow 
Mills project as among their top prior- 
ities if elected, though Harrington said 
COVID-19 would be his No. 1 priority if 
a recount reverses the outcome. 

“Our schools, our business have been 
impacted by COVID,” he said. 

Oliveira, whose job is assistant exec- 
utive officer of the Massachusetts State 
Universities Council of Presidents, said 
if the vote stands, “On day one, I will 
work with my colleagues to restart and 
rebuild our economy in a safe manner 
here in Western Massachusetts.” 

He called Ludlow Mills “the single 
most important project that I plan to 
work on immediately as a legislator.” 
Oliveira invoked the role local manu- 
facturing played in his family and that 
the Mills site represents a new begin- 
ning. 

“The Commonwealth plays an im- 
portant role that can help to build upon 
the current investment and develop- 
ment,” he said. “My family immigrat- 
ed from Portugal one hundred and five 
years ago and settled in Ludlow because 
of the mills. It’s very important to our 
history, and I’m very excited to see the 
complex fully utilized as a space for the 
21st century.” 

This was Oliveira’s first run for of- 
fice. Harrington ran unsuccessfully twice 
for Mass. Senate, including one cam- 
paign as a Democrat. 

Other elections 

Also on the Nov. 3 ballot, was an 
election for Register of Probate. Dem- 
ocrat Rosemary Saccomani won easily 
over Independent Lori Landers-Carval- 
ho, pending certification. In other races 
and ballot measures: 

Incumbent U.S. Sen. Edward Mar- 
key, a Democrat, won with a more than 


30% advantage over Republican Kevin 
O’ Connor. 

Democrat Paul Depalo ran unop- 
posed for the Governor Council seat. 

U.S. Rep. Richard E. Neal, a Demo- 
crat, ran unopposed to re-election 

Incumbent Mass. Sen. Eric P. Lesser, 
a Democrat, ran unopposed to re-elec- 
tion 

In the ballot measures, voters rejected 
“Ranked Choice” voting by about 55% 
and overwhelmingly approved “Right to 
Repair” by 75%.

Ludlow's new 

state rep faces 

unprecedented 
challenges 


When the next legislative session begins, 
for the first time since the late 1980s, Lud- 
low’s representative from the 7th Hampden 
District in the Mass. House won’t be Thom- 
as Petrolatt. 

Pending certification of last week’s 
election, including the outcome of a pos- 
sible recount, it appears Jake Oliveira will 
succeed Petrolati after a close race against 
Chip Harrington. Reversing the results, 
which shows Oliveira winning 11,157 to 
11,001, seems a long shot by Harrington, 
but it 1s Harrington’s right to petition for a 
recount and his decision should be respect- 
ed. 

No matter how this plays out, it’s rea- 
sonable to say the seat Petrolati held for so 
long will be in good hands. Both candidates 
have deep Ludlow roots, a record of com- 
munity service, and are sincere about having 
the best interests of all constituents at heart. 
They both have displayed a firm grasp of 
important issues and understand the nuances 
of navigating government service. 

It’s heartening to see the two agree that 
focusing on the local economy is a top 
priority and recognize the impact of the 
COVID-19 pandemic on all citizens. Some- 
thing else they agree on is the potential of 
the Ludlow Mills project to create jobs and 
provide a boost to the overall economy. 

On the flip side is the reality that a fresh- 
man legislator typically has some rungs 
to climb before amassing enough political 
collateral to become as effective as veteran 
lawmakers. That means it’s important that 
the 7th Hampden District’s next representa- 
tive — presumably Oliveira — start building 
relationships out of the gate. Judging by his 
demeanor and experience, we’re confident 
Oliveira is up to that task. If the election re- 
sults are ultimately reversed, we feel simi- 
larly good about Harrington, a former Petro- 
lati aide, building goodwill from both sides 
of the aisle. 

Ludlow is a terrific town with a strong 
community spirit, but it has some complex 
issues that pre-date COVID-19. Updated 
U.S. Census numbers should be able to 
shed new light on some them when the re- 
sults are released sometime next year, but 
considering the statistics were being com- 
piled before the pandemic, they might be 
misleading. In the meantime, statistics re- 
ported over the past couple of years show 
a town that has a median income below 
the state average, an aging population in 
which just a tick over 17% is 65 or older, 
and a total population in which fewer than 
25% of citizens have earned a bachelor’s 
degree. 

That last one should not be taken lightly. 

We can argue both sides of the premise 
over the importance of a college educa- 
tion, but one statistic has remained stead- 
fast for years: People who earn a college 
degree are far more likely to land a job 
in the six-figure range (or close to it) and 
access all the economic advantages that 
represents. In an era when younger gen- 
erations are less likely to fare better than 
their parents economically for the first 
time since before World War II, that can’t 
be glossed over. 

Everyone agrees Petrolati leaves big 
shoes to fill. Because of the pandemic alone, 
his successor has to confront challenges and 
uncertainties that are essentially unprece- 
dented in modern times. We’re confident 
he’s up to the task. Whether you voted for 
him or not, he deserves the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Now is the time to all come together, 
support our new representative, and work as 
one to help Ludlow overcome its challenges 
and be the best town it can be.

It takes a few months to conceive a healthy orchard 


I have really enjoyed the 
apple harvest this year! While 
my trees are too young to be 
good bearers, it’s been fun 
eating lots of different ap- 
ples from the local orchard. 
My favorite are the antique 
varieties. This year I had the 
good fortune to be able to 
purchase both Roxbury and 
Golden Russet, Winter Ba- 
nana, Caville Blanc and Bald- 
win. While I set out with a 
plan to buy enough to get me 
through the winter, I typically eat them in 
record speed and schedule a return trip to 
the orchard just a few weeks later. These 
old apples bring me so much enjoyment, 
I really need to consider adding a few 
more trees to my home orchard. 

Perhaps eating your favorite varieties 
have inspired you, also. If so, this is the 
column for you. The key to successful 
home apple orchards appears to be fore- 
thought. Purchasing fruit trees should 
not be an “impulse buy.’ Ask yourself 
the right questions now and you will be 
in good shape once spring planting rolls 
around. 

What variety do you want to grow? 
While I like heirlooms, you may pre- 
fer some of the newer, disease- resistant 
types. Or maybe you want apples that 
span the seasons, say Paula Red to start, 
Honey Crisp for mid-stream and Gold 
Rush to finish it off. Perhaps you’d like 
to make cider or bake lots of pies. There 
are apples that are specifically suited to 
how you’d like to use them. 

My favorite place to buy trees by mail 
order is through Fedco in Maine. Call 
207-426-0090 or log on to fedcoseeds. 
com/trees to request their “Trees” cata- 
log. You will glean lots of useful infor- 
mation within the pages of this catalog. I 
am thrilled to know that they are grafted 
on site and accustomed to our climate. 

How tall to you want your trees to 
get? Apple trees are available in dwarf, 
semi-dwarf and standard size. Their ul- 
timate size 1s determined mostly by the 
rootstock onto which the named variety 
is grafted. Each has their pros and cons. 
Dwarf trees can generally be maintained 
without a ladder. They come into bearing 
sooner but because of their size produce 
fewer apples than larger trees. Staking 
and irrigation are often necessary, be- 
cause of limited root systems. They can 
be planted relatively close together (six 
to eight feet) and are generally short- 
lived. Semi-dwarf trees are midsized, 
bear well and are most productive for 
two or three decades. They are usually

spaced 12 to 14 feet apart 
from one another. Standard, 
or full-size trees are those 
beauties of our grandparents’ 
era. Extremely hardy, many 
are still around and might 
even be bearing fruit! Plan 
on 18 feet or more between 
trees, with a mature height of 
15 to 20 tall! 

Where will you _ plant 
them? With the size of the 
trees determined, you can 
now figure out how many 
will fit in the space designated for your 
home orchard. The best spot is one that 
receives six to eight hours of full sun per 
day. Deep, well-drained soil is ideal; nev- 
er plant where you know the water table 
is high. In my opinion, a few trees posi- 
tioned close to the house will be main- 
tained better because they are in eye-shot 
as compared to those placed strategically 
out in the back-forty. They tend to nag 
you as you walk by: “Time to prune!” 
“Why are those leaves curled?” What is 
that orange spot?’ You get the idea. 

Is my soil any good? Fall is a great 
time to take a soil test. First, slice a six 
inch core of soil from your intended or- 
chard with a stainless steel trowel. Re- 
move surface debris and air dry. Repeat 
several times and mix the cores together. 
Then, measure out a cup of soil to send 
to the lab. If the locations you plan on 
planting your apple trees vary consid- 
erably, test them separately. Official di- 
rections and an order form are found on 
http.//soiltest.umass.edu. The standard 
soil test is $20. Mention on the test that 
you are growing apples and pH and fer- 
tilizer recommendations will be specific 
to that crop. 

You can do something this fall to 
make planting easier next spring. Mark 
out where your trees are to go and dump 
a generous amount of compost on top of 
the grass in a circle three feet in diame- 
ter. This will start to break down the sod 
and get the microbes in the soil working. 

With the planning part behind you, it 
will be a lot of fun to await the arrival of 
your trees come springtime.

New formula 
releases 
schools from 
‘red status

REGION -— Fall sports will 
conclude over the course of 
this week and next week. Many 
schools, like Agawam, built a 
schedule that had teams finish- 
ing in the first or early in the 
second week of November in 
order to build in time to make 
up games before the Nov. 20 
cutoff date. 

Thanks to a revised formula 
by the state government, how- 
ever, further shutdowns of most 
high school sports should be 
avoided. 

Unfortunately, a few schools 
called it quits for the season be- 
fore the formulas were re-done. 

Last Friday, a revised for- 
mula to gauge “high-risk” com- 
munities for the spread of coro- 
navirus was released. The result 
was every community outside 
of Springfield being removed 
from high-risk or “red” status. 

A number of school tem- 
porarily shut down sports due 
to high-risk status, including 
Monson, Palmer, Ambherst, 
Granby, Chicopee, and Min- 
nechaug. 

Minnechaug and _ Palmer 
were nearly shut down for ex- 
tended periods of times, but 
the new metrics allowed the 
schools to both return to action 
earlier this week. 

Unfortunately for a couple 
of schools, the new numbers 
came back too late. 

Granby, which shut down 
its fall sports for a minimum 
of two weeks on Oct. 29, made 
the decision at the end of last 
week to discontinue the fall 
season.

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Early indications show 
winter season can be played

REGION — Guidance issued 
by the Office of Energy and En- 
vironmental Affairs has opened 
a path for winter sports to be 
played. 

Combined with the revised 
method in which towns and cit- 
ies in Massachusetts will be 
measured for risk of COVID-19 
transmission, there are indica- 
tions that basketball and hockey 
as well as swimming and indoor 
track will be allowed to have 
limited competition. 

Back in the summer, the 
sports of basketball, football, 
lacrosse, and hockey’ were 
listed as high-risk sports be- 
cause of sustained close con- 
tact that would likely result in 
COVID-19 transmission. 

Soccer was also part of that 
designation. This caused sum- 
mer basketball, soccer, and la- 
crosse leagues to be cancelled. 

Soccer was eventually re- 


moved from the high risk desig- 
nation and games were allowed 
to be played with modified rules 
during the high school season. 

Basketball and hockey 
are still considered high-risk, 
but the EEA guidance allows 
for limited competition to be 
played. That limited competition 
will more than likely be the type 
of “bubble” play that fall sports 
were played under. The bubbles 
are geographic in nature, and 
have worked out rather well. 

The Massachusetts  Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association 
had to cancel the fall tourna- 
ments and has also moved to 
cancel winter tournaments, but 
the EEA guidance shows hope 
for a modified basketball sea- 
sons within the bubbles teams 
will play in. 

With the winter season set 
to start at the end of the month, 
basically on time for a normal 
winter season, and set to go 
from December to Feb. 21, it is 
not yet known how many con- 


tests could be played during that 
period of time. Basketball and 
hockey seasons are typically 18- 
20 games, but the desire to limit 
contact could limit the number 
of contests allowed. 

Also, due to the fact the 
sports are played indoors, it is 
possible fans could be banned 
from most ice hockey arenas 
and school gymnasiums. 

One sport that will only be 
allowed to practice and have 
zero competitions is wrestling. 
Wrestling is deemed to have too 
much close sustained contact 
to be allowed to have compe- 
titions between schools. It is 
unknown if wrestling will be 
moved to the “bubble” season 
like football, or if it will be 
cancelled altogether. 

The MIAA and Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
education are in the process of 
coming up with rule modifica- 
tions for basketball and hockey, 
which will be coming in the 
next month.

Lesser introduces newly

SPRINGFIELD — Senator Eric P. 
Lesser was joined last week by his new 
colleague in the Massachusetts State 
Senate, Adam Gomez, for a Lunchtime 
Livestream on his journey to elected of- 
fice and legislative priorities starting this 
January. 

Gomez was recently elected to rep- 
resent the communities of Chicopee, 
Springfield, and West Springfield and 
will be sworn in Jan. 2021. 

Gomez currently serves as the Vice 
President of the Springfield City Coun- 
cil, where he is serving his third term, 
and will be the first person of Puerto 
Rican heritage to serve in the Massachu- 
setts State Senate.

Sen. Lesser and Senator-Elect Go- 
mez discussed how Gomez’s roots in the 
community created the foundation for 
his recent campaign as well as the sig- 
nificance of becoming the first person 
of Puerto Rican heritage to serve in the 
state Senate. Gomez attributed his pas- 
sion for government to his family, his

western Massachusetts, Gamma Phi Sig- 
ma. 

Gomez also discussed how his plat- 
form has changed over the course of the 
pandemic. While many of his priorities 
remain, he acknowledged that there are 
new obstacles that need to be tackled as 
a byproduct of the pandemic. 

“One thing that is paramount to 
me, and that is also paramount to you, 
is transportation. We want to make 
sure that we get people out of cars and 
onto transportation,’ he explained, be- 
fore also emphasizing the importance 
of “economic development, which in- 
cludes housing, job creation, and sus- 
tainability, specific to micro-business- 
es. 

Senator-Elect Gomez closed out the 
conversation by noting that what is ac- 
complished will have to be done with a 
shifting state budget in mind. 

“There’s so many things that are i1n- 
terconnected,”’ he said. ““We have to look 
at our districts and at the wraparound 
sustainability of things that exist out 
there,”

Jazz at Lincoln Center and a world-re- 
nowned trumpeter and composer. Born 
in New Orleans, Louisiana in 1961, 
Marsalis began his classical training 
on trumpet at age 12, entered The Juil- 
liard School at age 17, and then joined 
Art Blakey and the Jazz Messengers. He 
made his recording debut as a leader in 
1982, and has since recorded more than 
60 jazz and classical recordings, which 
have won him nine Grammy Awards. In 
1983 he became the first and only artist 
to win both classical and jazz Grammys 
in the same year and repeated this feat 
in 1984. Marsalis is also an internation- 
ally respected teacher and spokesman 
for music education, and has received 
honorary doctorates from dozens of U.S. 
universities and colleges. He has written 
six books; his most recent are :Squeak, 
Rumble, Whomp! Whomp! Whomp!,” 
illustrated by Paul Rogers and_ pub- 
lished by Candlewick Press in 2012, and

Baker-Polito announce measures to curb 
rising COVID-19 cases, hospitalizations 


Early business closures, 
revised gatherings, 
mask orders announced 


BOSTON -— Last week, the Bak- 
er-Polito Administration announced 
a series of targeted measures to 
disrupt the increasing trend of new 
COVID-19 cases and_ hospitaliza- 
tions. 

Governor Charlie Baker an- 
nounced these changes at a time 
where public health data has indi- 
cated that cases are rising, with cas- 
es up by 278% and hospitalizations 
up by 145% since Labor Day. These 
measures are meant to disrupt rising 
trends now, so the Commonwealth 
can keep the economy and schools 
open for residents and to prevent the 
need to roll back to Phase I or Phase 
II of the reopening plan. 

All orders and advisories went 
into effect Nov. 6. 

New orders and advisories: 

Stay At Home Advisory: The Ad- 
ministration issued a revised Stay 
At Home Advisory to ensure resi- 
dents avoid unnecessary activities 
that can lead to increased COVID-19 
transmission. The revised Stay At 
Home Advisory instructs residents 
to stay home between 10 p.m and 5 


a.m. The Advisory allows for activ- 
ities such as going to work, running 
critical errands to get groceries and 
address health needs, and taking a 
walk. 

Early Closure of Businesses and 
Activities: Governor Baker issued a 
new executive order that requires the 
early closure of certain businesses 
and activities each night at « Casinos 
and horse tracks/simulcast facilities 

e Driving and flight schools 

e Zoos, botanical gardens, wild- 
life reserves, nature centers 

e Close contact personal services 
(such as hair and nail salons) 

e Gyms, Fitness Centers and 
Health Clubs 

e Indoor and outdoor pools 

e Museums/cultural & historical 
facilities/guided tours 

Face Covering Order: 

Governor Baker also signed an 
updated order related to face-cover- 
ings. The revised order requires all 
persons to wear face-coverings in 
all public places, even where they 
are able to maintain six feet of dis- 
tance from others. The revised order 
still allows for an exception for res- 
idents who cannot wear a face-cov- 
ering due to a medical or disabling 
condition, but it allows employers to 
require employees to provide proof 


of such a condition. It also allows 
schools to require that students par- 
ticipating in in-person learning pro- 
vide proof of such a medical or dis- 
abling condition. 

Gatherings Order: 

Governor Baker also signed an 
updated order restricting gatherings. 
The new gatherings order reduces 
the gathering size limit for gather- 
ings at private residences: indoor 
gatherings at private residences are 
limited to 10 people and outdoor 
gatherings at private residences are 
limited to 25 people. The limit on 
gatherings held in public spaces and 
at event venues (e.g. wedding ven- 
ues) remains the same. The new or- 
der also requires that all gatherings 
(regardless of size or location) must 
end and disperse by 9:30 p.m. 

The new gatherings order also re- 
quires that organizers of gatherings 
report known positive COVID-19 
cases to the local health department 
in that community and requires or- 
ganizers to cooperate with contact 
tracing. The gatherings order au- 
thorizes continued enforcement by 
local health and police departments 
and specifies that fines for violating 
the gathering order will be $500 for 
each person above the limit at a par- 
ticular gathering.
